RAILWAY WRECK. 


Saturday’s north bound train was 
partly dithced and wrecked at a point 
about nine miles south of Wetaskiwin. 
The train comprised three coaches, hav- 
ing about one hundred passengers, 
three box cars, and a baggage car. The 
train was travelling at an ordinary 
speed, when suddenly the box cars went 
ot the track. This brought the train 
to a sudden standstill. The running 
gear of the box cars was badly dam- 
zged, but the contents were uninjur- 
ed. The coaches remained on the track 
and the passengers, although shaken. 
were uninjured except one woman who 
happened to be standing up when the 
accident took place. A box car co?- 
taining a part of the machinery for 
Webster’s woollen mill, and a coup'e 
of cows was turned over, but it is said 
without serious damage being done. A 
car of horses belonging to John Ross, 
recently telegrapher at Cochrane, was 
overturned and the horses mixed up 
very badly. None were killed out- 
right but it is feared that two at 
least will die. The injuries to the re- 
mainder are not yet fully known. A 
car of horses belonging to John Owens 
was not very much the worse. 

After considerable delay the pass- 
engers were taken to Wetaskiwin in 
box cars. The engine having remain- 
ed on the track was available for use. 
The passengers remained at Wetaski- 
win until Sunday afternoon. They 
were then brought on te Edmonton in 
box cars. They reached Strathcona 
about six o’clack. : 

Another accident might very well 
have occurred at the Black Mud bridge. 
Three horses had evidently attempted 
to cross the bridge and were helped out, 
and swam ashore, apparently not much 
the worse.

THE HIGH WATER AND THE BRIDGE. 


The high water of the past two weeks 
has, naturally floated an immense 
qu:intity of tallen trees and loose tim- 
bei, which is generally found lodged 
alcng the shores of all rivers, particu- 
larly on the bars and banks of our nor- 
thern streams, which find their 
source in the mountains and which 
flow through a heavily timbered coun- 
To guard against any damaging ef- 
fects from this cause, to the bridge 
across the Saskatchewan, the depart- 
ment of public works construct a 
pier, off the southwest shore, to act 
as a fender to all intruding matter 
coming down -against the bridge pier. 
How well and with what good judg- 
meut that fender was located is now 
demonstrated beyond the ‘smallest 
doubt; for the crib work is right in 
the main flow of timber drifting down 
stream. Unfortunately it lodges 
against it and with its limbs, branches 
and floating rubbish now, has the pier 
in its menaciog embrace. This being 
within about three feet of the top of 
the structure causes an immense 
amount of undue pressure, so mech so 


of gravity being upset. 

A gang of men ‘has been at work 
for days but they appear to make lit- 
tle headway in removiniy this danger- 
ous pbstacle. 

The increased resistance offered to 
the stream at tkis point, moreover, 
throws the current against the shore 
which, if continued for any length of 
time, will tend to undermine the 
foundation of the southern abuiment. 
It is a question if the extension of 
the boom, which is strung along the 
shore just above this point, would not 
tend to fend off the force of the wash, 
at least at the surface where most of 
the damaige usually occurs.

THE LATEST SURRENDER. 

While the war in South Africa was 
in progress the interests of the em- 
pire made it the duty of every loyal 
subject to guard carefully against any 
expression of opinion that might in 
any way encourage the enemy to pro- 
long (the contest, ‘This of course 
meant that criticism of the policy and 
conduct of the war was practically 
suspended. Once the war ‘began the 
question ceased to be as to the merits 
of the quarrel between Boer and 
Britain and became the question of 
the maintenance of the empire, and the 
protection of its loyal subjects. But 
now that terms of peace have been 
signed, the policy pursued in respect 
to the war by the British government, 
and especially the terms of the peace 
negotiated, become fair matter for 
consideration and full discussion. 

With the sentiment which has 
prompted the concessions made in the 
terms of peace there can be no quarrel. 
They are generous to a degree, and 
generosity io an enemy is one of the 
brightest virtues. Bui to be generous 

fore being just is a weakness, if not 
a crime. There are other things to bs 
considered than the mere matier of 
the Boers laying down their arms. It 
is more important that the prestige 
of the empire should be maintained 
than that the war should cease this 
year or next year or the year afier 
For only by the maintenance of that 
prestige is peace in South Africa or 
elsewhere assured.. The two republics 
cpened hostilities without provocatign 
and during their conduct in’ many 
eases violated the usages of civilized 
Wariare. According to modern custom 
the loser in war pays an indemnity to 
compensate for the cost to the victor. 
The fact that ‘Britain pays $15,000,000 
to the Boers as a condition of peace 
can ard will only be interpreted by 
her enemies not as generosity towards 
a defeated foe, but as a price paid for 
peace. The fact that the rules of war 
were repeatedly violated by the Boers 
and that punishment was not, and wiil 
not be inflicted, can only be expected 
to be translaied not as generosity but 
as cowardice. 

Possibly the Boers are not in a posi- 
tion to pay a war indemnity, and pos- 
sibly to aid them in re-stocking their 
farms is the only way by which they 
can become self-supporting citizens. 
Admitting—as ii may be freely admii- 
ted—that it is better to put them in a 
position become self-supporiing 
than to leave them in poveriy, the fact 
remains that the payment of the money 
is a condition ai their laying down 
their arms, and that there is all the 
difference in the world between «a con- 
cession made as aan act of grace to a 
foe ackuowledging himself absolutely 
defeated and payment promised to an 
enemy under arms to induce him to lay 
down his arms.

Just how the loyalists of South At 
rica will look upon the peace termscan 
only be conjectured. But it is amply 
evident that Britain is more generous 
to her enemies than just io her friends. 
The loyalists of Natal and Cape Colony 
staked everything, and in many cases 
lost everything, io uphold the empire. 
Now they find that the newest and 
latest development of imperial policy 
is to buy off its enemies and ignore iis 
friends. eu ii. 

As to the British taxpayer who fur- 
nishes the fiftean million dollars in- 
demnity it may be said thai it is better 
tor him to pay that much and have 
peace than to continue paying pos- 
sibly ten times that amount for the 
continuance of the war. If the case 
is put that way it becomes clearly a 
peace by purchase and not by conquest. 
But there is another way o° puiting 
it. The British taxpayer has spent 
untold millions in the war to uphold 
the prestige of the empire, knowing; 
well that he could not lese in South 
Africa and win. in the rest of the world. 
That prestige lost in South Africa was 
lost all over the world. And now. by 
paying to secure peace he sacrifices all 
that he has already paid to secure 
prestige.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 
The past week, the first week of 
June, has not been marked in this dis- 


trict by the heavy rains of the last 
week of May. The weather in the 
damp, 


early part of the week was 
cloudy and threatening, but no serious 
amount of vain fell. Although the 
ground did not dry up much the high 
water in the creeks went down, so 


that no further damage was done to 
bridges, and steps could be taken = 
repair what had been done. The wear 
ther became fine on Friday, and Friday 
night was beautiful and clear, but with- 
out frost. Saturday was also a fine 
drying day, although threatening at 
times. On Saturday the streets in 
town had become fairly dry, but blast 
still very rough. There was consider- 
able travel in from the country on 
Friday and Suturday. The first re 
ports of destruction of bridges were 
somewhat exaggerated. Im a pumber 
of cases, although the bridges were 
damaged or displaced, they were not 
destroyed. Prompt measures are ne- 
cessary in order that travel may be 
fully resumed) but the cost’ will not be 
as great as was at first feared. 

From reports received it appears that 
there were severe storms in Southern 
Alberta and in Manitoba during last 
week, doing serious damage, but they 
did not reach Edmonton. 

Crops are reported to be looking well 
in all parts of the district except where 
a small piece of field may ‘be so low 
as to let the water lie on it. During 
the very wet spell they did not make 
much growth, but they had had a 
good ‘start and if the weather remains 
clear will no doubt come on with much 
more than ordinary rapidity. Wheat 
is all in, was sown! in good time, and 
looks well. Nearly the whole of the 
acreage intended for oats is in the 
same position. What land remains un- 
sown was chiefly intended for barley, 
and barley may be safely sown up to 
the middle of June. Indeed the laier 
barley is sown, provided it is not too 
late, the better the sample and the 
heavier the crop. Very litile ground 
has been planted with potaioes as yet; 
but it is just as well, There is stiil 
plenty of time for them.. 

June is usually the rainy month in 
this district but now. that so much rain 
has fallen in many places there may be 
less than usual in June. Heavy rains 
early in the seasoa can do very litile 
damage. The crop is then growing and 
needs plenty of moisture. When rain 
is most objectionable is lace in the sum- 
mer when the grain should be ripening, 
and is delayed by wet weather. So far 
the outlook for crop in this district 
is very satisfactory.

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Royal Society Favors. ; 
Capt. Bernier’s Arctic Project. 

The Royal Society hath a high- 
sounding name, <ni makes consider- 
able pretensiozs to greacness. and it 
has a good right so to do, numbering 
among its membersh'p the deepest 
thinkers of Canada, bui the casual ob- 
server is astonished at the lack of 
pomp which characterizes its meei- 
ing=. Ruskin said that the greatest 
men were always the humblest. And 
the general meeting of the Royal So- 
ciety this morning certainly _ left an 
impression on the visitor’s mind) that 
it was composed af humble-mannered 
men, who talked in everyday lan- 
guage and showed no tendency to 
flourish tropes and ‘figures and revel 
in the gigantic words which they 
could use if they ~ would. The society 
sat in the West Hall of University 
College, right near the door. The hall 
wus large, and the audience was 
small, so a small platform was erect- 
ed against the south wall, and Presi- 
dent Loudon, clad in simple garb and 
with no look of pride or majesty 
stamped wpon his lofty brow, sat be- 
hind a small table. At his right hand 
get Dr. James Fletcher, of the Ex- 
perimental farm, Ottawa. Dr. Fiei- 
cher is acting secretary for Dr. John 
Bourinot, clerk of the house of coni- 
mons, who is at present too ill to at- 
tend the meeting of the society. The 
farmers of the country - know Dr. 
Mhetcher as the “bug and weed man,” 
a kindly graphic title, which the pro- 
fessor declares he would far rather 
anewer to than to the formidable ap- 
pellation by which the Royal Socieiy 
knows him. “Entomologist and Bot- 
anist to the government.” As secre- 
tary, this morning Dr. Fletcher was 
ali smiles, and dissipated the learned 
chill of the atmoshpere. But how can 
the Royal Society mainiain that icily 
regular, faulty fauttiess air which 
the public expects, nay demands, of 
it. when it is seated on common, hard, 
yellow kitchen chairs, and when these 
chairs are arranged in a parabolic 
curve, and many of them thrown out 
of position? The president lifts his 
voice and tries to make himself heard; 
members clamber up and down from 
the platform; other members keep 
constantly moving in the great hall, 
some going out, some coming in, an 
atmosphere of happy abandon perm?- 
ates the place, and the Royal Society 
beams on Mr. Stupart of the observa- 
tory as that gentleman speaks of the 
arrangements for the excursion tothe 
Muskoka, lakes. 

But in this audience ihere are noied 
figures; these kindly, non-pretentious 
fellows and members of the Royal 
Society are the brain workers of the 
Dorninion. Here too are feographers, 
hydrographers and explorers. Per- 
haps the most ‘interesting personage 
at the meeting of the Royai Spciety 
this monring was Captain Bernier, a 
French-Canadian, who is anxious to 
discover the North Pole, and who for 
severil years has been endeavoring to 
procure the wherewithal to furnish 
forth an expedition. “Will Canada 
claim her own?” This is the ques- 
tion which the intrepid Bernier i: 
continually asking. The would-be Pole 
discoverer is not built on the classic 
moedel of dignity. He is a_ friendly, 
fitout, litile man, with a black mous- 
tache, a winning, hopeful expression, 
and he carries his high silk hat in his 
right hand in most engaging fashion 
when he speaks concerning the project 
nearest his heart. His motto is “Aime 
Dieu et ton chemin”’—Love God and 
go thy way.” The captain has had a 
mosit! picturesque careeg.) He 
went to ser when he was only 
one year old. When but three years 
Gf age be was at the bombardment 
of Sebastopol, in 1855. At ihe early 
age of seventeen he was appointed 
master of the brigantine St. Joseph. 
He has crossed the Atlantic 178 times 
and bas commanded no-less than 46 
different vessels. He his sailed around 
the world repeatedly and has visited 
the Arctic regions on more than one 
ocension. He is sure that he could dis- 
cover the North Pole if he could obtain 
the necessary funds, about $100,000 io 
fit out an expedition. 

Capt. Bernier’s project for reachirg 
the North Pole was supported ihis 
morning by Hon. G. W. Longley, sec- 
orded by D. Bovey, of Montreal, who 
moved; ‘Resolved that the Royal So- 
ciety re-affirms its approval of the 
proposition of Capt. Bernier io fii out 
an expedition to explore northern 
waters and discover the North Pole, 
and Would recommend the project to 
the favorable consideration of the 
government and the pwblic.” This 
resolution was passed unanimously. 

Rev. Geo. Bryce, M. A., LL. D., Pro 
fessor of English literature in Mani- 
toba college, Winnipeg, gave a lime- 
light lecture in the chemical building 
this morning on “Picturesque Fort 
Garry.” 
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Americans May Open Behring Sea 
Question. 


Washington, May 29.—The ways and 
means commitiee os the house ordered 
a favorable report on the bill for a re- 
opening of negotiation relative to the 
fur seal herds of Alaska, with a view th 
the preservation of the herds and gu- 
thorizing the killing of the greater 
number of the seals unless the negotia- 
tions for .the permanent preservation 
of the herd are successfrl. The pre- 
ambie to the bill recites that the regu- 
lations in pursuance of the findings of 
the Behring Sea tribunal “have utter- 
ly failed so to protect and preserve 
these herds from indecent killing and 
ruinous diminution of life during sey- 
eral years of faithful enforcement.” 

The bill empowers the president to 
conclude, negotiations with Great 
Britain for a review of the regulaiions 
in order “to -reserve the fur seal in- 
dustry of Alaska for the good of all 
mankind and abate the shameful order 
of killing row permitted and conduct- 
ed.” Pending the negotiation jhe bil! 
authorizes a modus vivendi prohibiting 
the killing of seals except for native 
food. In the event that the preserva- 
tion of the herd is not secured at the 
opening of the pelagic season of 1902 
authority is given to kill all tha male 
and female seals on the Pribyloff Is- 
lands, with the exception of ten thoms- 
females and one thousand males. 

Representative McCleelan, of New 
York, voted against reporting the bill. 
saying that it proposed the killi of | 
90,000 seals, apparently through aoe 
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Kaiser on Modern War. 


Berlin, May 29.—E,peror William 
made a speech after the sham fights 
conducted on May 24th, by German 
forces at Gravelotie, Alsace~Loraine, 
in which the German defences in cer- 
tain battles of the Franco-German 
war were repeated.

While he represented the interests of 
his clients, he had also been able to 
lay a foundation for negotiation agree- 
able to the legislature and people of 
British Columbia. He repeatedly as- 
serted that everything was in excel- 
lent condition to secure the early com- 
pietion of the Canadian Northern rail- 
way system to the Pacific coasi,
